THE EXPENSES OF BOOKSELLING. 

The librarians have recently been giving 
much attention to the question, what it 
costs to shelve a book and what it costs to 
keep a book before the public. The book¬ 
seller should certainly have as accurate in¬ 
formation of what it costs him to sell a book 
—or to do a dollar’s worth of business. Yet 
we doubt if booksellers have given much 
thought to this all-important question put in 
this specific way, or to the individual items 
which make up this accounting. At this mo¬ 
ment when the leading publishers, through 
the new Association, are giving fresh atten¬ 
tion to the question of what should be the 
margin of discount, this matter assumes un¬ 
usual importance, and we propose to ask re¬ 
tail booksellers throughout the country to 
consider the question of the cost of selling 
books in so specific a way as to bring out the 
individual facts, from which only a fair gen¬ 
eralization can be made. 

The estimates of the cost of selling books 
vary roughly from 10 to 20 per cent.—but it 
is usually not stated whether this is on the so- 
called retail price of a book or its actual sell¬ 


ing price, or on the bookseller’s actual in¬ 
vestment. It is said that in some of the de¬ 
partment stores the cost of doing business 
runs as high as 18 per cent, on the amount of 
business actually done—but we doubt if this 
is a fair generalization. Let us take a few of 
the most important items which a bookseller 
must face. 

1. Rent: This item may fairly include 
heat and light, and perhaps the expense of 
keeping the store in order irrespective of its 
stock. It is an economic law, little under¬ 
stood, that “rent does not affect price”— 
though it does affect cost. To illustrate this 
specifically — perhaps the highest rent, in 
money, paid by any mercantile business 
would be that of the Wanamaker store on 
Broadway, New York, yet this rent distrib¬ 
uted over the millions of business done would 
be less than the rent per dollar of the busi¬ 
ness of a book store in a small town amount¬ 
ing to less than $500 per year. The practi¬ 
cal question here is not the total rent but the 
rent per dollar of annual business. 

2. Services: This should include, of course, 
salaries or wages, and it may or may not in¬ 
clude the services of the proprietor, commonly 
reckoned as profit. The proprietor of the 
smallest book store should, however, debit 
a remuneration not less than the rate paid a 
first-class mechanics—to put his services no 
higher—and unless he can figure this amount 
he is not only doing business without profit 
but at a loss. 

3. Advertising: This includes not only ad¬ 
vertising in newspapers but all forms of 
bringing the goods to the notice of the pub¬ 
lic or the public to the goods, such as circu¬ 
lars, etc. This may range from nothing up 
to the enormous amounts of money spent on 
advertising by the department stores, and it 
may be the most wasteful or the most profit¬ 
able feature of the business. 

4. Risk: This includes that certain loss— 
although an uncertain quantity—always in¬ 
volved in keeping a book store. No dealer 
in business is so infallible as always to buy 
the right stock and dispose of it at the right 
price. And the “dead horses” must be ac¬ 
counted for and charged into the cost of sell¬ 
ing live books. What is true of the publisher 
in a large way is true of the retail book¬ 
seller in a small way—neither can expect to 
run a book business without allowance for the 
risk of loss on dead stock. The bookseller 
may reduce this element of cost by bargain 
sales and other methods of disposing of slow 
material—and this is a legitimate part of 
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bookselling proper. But a positive loss, add¬ 
ing to that extent to the actual cost of selling, 
must be counted in. 

5. General Expenses: This is a generaliza¬ 
tion which covers a multitude of sins both of 
commission and omission in most bookkeep¬ 
ing as well as in most bookselling—but we 
shall not attempt to analyze it at the moment. 
There should be included, for instance, here 
or elsewhere, interest on the capital which 
the bookseller has invested in his stock as 
well as the thousand and one items that will 
readily occur to any dealer. 

As suggested above, there are at least three 
different money bases on which these items 
mav be computed, in addition to the cost per 
unit of books sold. The most satisfactory and 
useful is probably that on the basis of business 
actually done. This brings into relation at 
once the fact that there are many charges 
which are reduced proportionately with every 
additional dollar’s worth of business done in 
the year—but this rule has its limits. If 
publishers can so handle discounts as actually 
to stimulate local bookselling, the public 
should share the benefit of the saving per 
dollar or per book with the bookseller—so 
that both will gain by a better system of do¬ 
ing business. We shall be glad if retail book¬ 
sellers will during this dull season do a little 
thinking and figuring on these points, and give 
us. either in letters for publication or confi¬ 
dentially, their estimates on these several 
points and their suggestions as to what other 
items of expense should be included in the 
general cost of selling books. We hope from 
such data to present later a scheme for the 
analysis of the expenses of bookselling that 
will be of practical value to the retail trade. 


It is gratifying to know that if subscrip¬ 
tions for 45 copies can be had in America 
the scheme originated by the Royal Society 
of Great Britain for indexing scientific litera¬ 
ture can be put into practical operation at 
once. We call attention to the letter from 
the Assistant Secretary of the Smithsonian 
Institute, printed elsewhere, in the hope that 
American libraries and book dealers will be 
prompt in making up the required number. 
Although this index may be thought of less 
value to the book trade than to libraries, it 
is nevertheless true that such an index should 
form a valuable part of the equipment of any 
large book store. We trust, therefore, that 
at least half the stated number of subscrip¬ 
tions may come from the American book 
trade. 


SOUTHERN FREIGHT RATES AND 
CLASSIFICATION: ACTION OF THE 
N. Y. MERCHANTS’ ASSOCIA¬ 
TION. 

The question of what freight classification 
will eventually govern traffic moving into and 
through the territory south of the Ohio, and 
east of the Mississippi River, is one that is 
arousing unusual interest in commercial cir¬ 
cles throughout the South and the states 
contiguous thereto that have enjoyed close 
trade relations with that territory. On Feb¬ 
ruary 1, and again on June 1, the Southern 
Classification Committee, which is officially 
in charge of freight classification matters for 
the rail and steamship lines in control of the 
business of transportation to southern points, 
so extensively revised the merchandise classi¬ 
fication list which had been in effect for many 
years, that the classification now in effect 
represents burdensome advances made in over 
two-thirds of the entire list of items classi¬ 
fied. The Classification Committee has re¬ 
peatedly had its attention called, through pro¬ 
tests filed by the Merchants’ Association and 
numerous commercial bodies of other, cities, 
to specific instances of advances made that 
were prohibitory to trade with their section. 
But, notwithstanding that, meetings have been 
held by that Committee at Chicago on July 
3. and at the Oriental Hotel, Manhattan 
Beach, this city, on August 7, for the ap¬ 
parent purpose of reconsidering their action 
in recommending the advances made, no ac¬ 
tion in the direction of promised reductions 
has yet been announced. Meanwhile, a feel¬ 
ing of mistrust as to the sincerity of the 
Committee in its professions of desire to re¬ 
scind all irksome advances has developed. 
This feeling, which is general through the 
South, North and West, has been brought to 
the attention of the Railroad Commissioners 
of all the Southern States, who have arranged 
to meet at Lookout Mountain, Tenn., on Au¬ 
gust 29. and jointly take up the question of 
promulgating a general classification to gov¬ 
ern freight in southern territory that will be 
reasonable, official and legal in that region. 

The Merchants’ Association has been in¬ 
vited to send a representative to appear in its 
behalf at the meeting of the Railroad Com¬ 
missioners, and J. M. Langley, of the office 
staff, has been directed to attend. Mr. Lang¬ 
ley, in his argument at Chicago, before the 
Southern Classification Committee on July 
3. pointed out to them at that time the 
probability of just such a prospect, if the 
advances complained of were not modified. 
Since that time, the State Commissioners of 
the Carolinas, Georgia and Mississippi have 
declined to accept as legal the Southern Clas¬ 
sification known as No. 27, which was issued 
on June 1. 

The outcome of the meeting at Lookout 
Mountain will be awaited with deep interest 
by shippers and commercial bodies. But. 
meanwhile, plans which are being discussed 
among them for combining small shipments 
into carloads, and patronizing independent 
water lines to effect economies in transpor¬ 
tation expenses will not be interrupted. 
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INTERNATIONAL CATALOGUE OF 
SCIENTIFIC LITERATURE. 

A conference was held in London, June 
12 and 13, relating to “ The International 
Catalogue of Scientific Literature/’ which the 
Royal Society of London has been planning 
for years. It was decided at the conference 
that 300 copies of such a catalogue, at $85 a 
copy, would fully cover the expenses of the 
catalogue. As one-half of these copies have 
already been bespoken—45 for England, 45 
for Germany, 35 for France, 27 for Italy, 5 
for Norway, and 6 for Switzerland—the Con¬ 
ference was satisfied that the remainder of 
the world would eventually subscribe to the 
other half. It was decided to make author 
entries and subject entries. Originally it 
was planned to make a card-catalogue as well 
as a bound volume catalogue, but owing to 
the great cost and the alleged unresponsive 
attitude of the Americans the catalogue will 
first be published in yearly parts only. The 
English had laid great stress upon subject en¬ 
tries that would give information beyond the 
mere title and include some descriptive notes 
based upon co-operation with authors and 
editors. The German government on the 
other hand has made arrangements for a com¬ 
plete catalogue of all German publications to 
be made at a “ regional bureau ” which does 
not look to authors or editors for co-opera¬ 
tion. The German contributions, therefore, 
will only have full title entries without notes. 
The International Committee is to take into 
consideration the establishing and working 
of these “ regional bureaus ” throughout the 
world. 

The Smithsonian Institution is sending out 
the circular which we print below, hoping to 
call out a good response from America: 

August 6, 1900. 

Sir: I am authorized by the Secretary to 
bring to your attention the fact that, after a 
number of discussions by scientific represen¬ 
tatives of nearly all nations, it was decided 
at an International Conference held in Lon¬ 
don in June, 1900, to publish, beginning with 
the year 1901, an International Catalogue of 
Scientific Literature, which is to be issued 
only in the form of annual volumes at first. 
The Catalogue is to include both an Author 
and a Subject Index. It will comprise the 
following subjects:—Mathematics, Mechan¬ 
ics, Physics. Chemistry, Astronomy, Meteor¬ 
ology. (including Terrestrial Magnetism), 
Mineralogy (including Petrology and Crys¬ 
tallography), Geology, Geography (Mathe¬ 
matical and Physical), Palaeontology, Gen¬ 
eral Biology, Botany, Zoology, Human Anat¬ 
omy. Physical Anthropology, Physiology (in¬ 
cluding Experimental Psychology, Pharma¬ 
cology and Experimental Pathology), and 
Bacteriology; in all 17 subjects. At least 
one volume will be given to each subject, and 
it is proposed that all the volumes shall 
not be issued at once, but in four groups, as 
soon as possible after the first of January, 
April, July, and October respectively. The 
subscription price for a complete set of the 
whole Catalogue in 17 volumes is £17. say 
$85.00. 

The Smithsonian Institution has provision¬ 


ally undertaken to represent the interests of 
the Catalogue in the United States, and will 
receive promises of subscriptions. The pub¬ 
lication of the Catalogue cannot be under¬ 
taken unless subscriptions for about 300 com¬ 
plete sets a year ( equivalent to about £5000) 
for five years be guaranteed beforehand. 
Germany has guaranteed subscriptions to the 
extent of 45 complete sets (or £750), and the 
Royal Society of London has guaranteed the 
same for Great Britain and Ireland; it is 
hoped that at least an equal number of sub¬ 
scriptions will be guaranteed in the United 
States. It is most important that the neces¬ 
sary guarantee for subscriptions should be 
completed before September 31st, at the very 
latest, hence it is desirable that promises of 
subscriptions in the United States should be 
sent in before September 15th. 

The prices of individual volumes will be 
eventually fixed by the Central Bureau, and 
will vary, but so that the aggregate of the in¬ 
dividual volumes will amount to £17. In 
England the Royal Society is making ar¬ 
rangements by which, in the case of special 
institutions desiring only parts of the whole 
Catalogue, the subscription for a complete 
set may be divided among them. It is learned 
that subscriptions to about 90 sets are yet re¬ 
quired and of these, beside the 45 sets guar¬ 
anteed by the Royal Society, a Fellow of that 
Society has guaranteed 45 additional sets on 
condition that the United States would sub¬ 
scribe for a like amount. It thus appears that 
the success of this undertaking now depends 
upon the subscriptions received in this coun¬ 
try.

The Chairman of the Reorganization Com¬ 
mittee of D. Appleton & Co., James G. Can¬ 
non. is authority for the statement to the 
creditors of the firm that they will receive 
100 cents on the dollar. Every claim has 
been deposited with the Metropolitan Trust 
Company. There are 128 banks and trust 
companies interested. 

William Nelson Cromwell, counsel for the 
Reorganization Committee, will take steps 
immediately to organize a new corporation to 
take over all the assets from the receiver. J. 
Hampden Dougherty. This reorganization 
gives the house of D. Appleton & Co. ample 
capital to carrv on its business, and negotia¬ 
tions are under way with various authors. 
Tt will place its publications of these authors 
both in this country and abroad. 

Mr. Cannon will become a member of the 
Board of Directors of the new corporation, 
and will have charge of its finances. The Ap¬ 
pleton plant is being overhauled, and the 
newest machinery will be installed, thus re¬ 
ducing the cost of manufacture. 


COPYRIGHT MATTERS. 

“THE LITTLE MINISTER" SUIT ABANDONED. 

Proceedings in the Chicago courts brought 
to restrain Charles Frohman from producing 
Barrie’s play, “ The Little Minister,” have 
been abandoned. Attorneys for the Pub¬ 
lishers’ Plate Renting Company, plaintiffs, 
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concluded that Frohman’s position was im¬ 
pregnable, and when a motion to dismiss on 
the 7th inst. was made by Howe & Hummel, 
counsel for Mr. Frohman, no opposition was 
made. 

Charles Frohman’s affidavit showed that in 
1896 he entered into a contract with James M. 
Barrie and Addison Bright to write the play 
“ The Little Minister,” which, he states, is in 
many important respects different from the 
novel of the same name, and contains new 
characters, plots, and incidents original with 
Barrie and Bright. Mr. Frohman says that 
he paid the authors more that a hundred 
thousand dollars in royalties, and declares 
that the plaintiffs have no right to produce the 
play. Fie also made the point that while an 
author may copyright a book, an assignee may 
not, and that the novel was public property 
before any steps to copyright it were taken in 
this country.

OBITUARY NOTES. 

Djevad Pacha, former Grand Vizier of 
Turkey, died at Constantinople on Friday, Au¬ 
gust 10. He was the author of “A Military 
History of the Ottoman Empire.” 

F. S. Dearborn, one of the best known 
booksellers on the Pacific Coast, died recent¬ 
ly. He did a prosperous business in Salem, 
Oregon. Mr. Dearborn was only 37 years 
old. 

James E. Keeler, director of the Lick Ob¬ 
servatory at Mount Hamilton, died Monday, 
August 13. He was born in La Salle, Il¬ 
linois in 1856. Prof. Keeler wrote extensive¬ 
ly for The Astrophysical Journal and other 
technical periodicals. 

Alexander B. F. Mamreov, one of the old¬ 
est members of the N. Y. Press Club, and 


author of “Iessat Nassar; or, the Story of 
Jesus, the Nazarene,” which so much inter¬ 
ested Orientalists upon its publication in 
1895, died at his home in Brooklyn, N. Y., 
on Wednesday, August 15. Mamreov was of 
Russian descent and was born in Jerusalem, 
about 50 years ago. His father devoted his 
large fortune to religious reform and was 
obliged to leave Russia owing to his opposi¬ 
tion to some of the practices of the Orthodox 
Greek Church. He went to Austria and un¬ 
der the name of Finkelstein continued his 
religious work until his death at Jerusalem. 
The son was educated at Malta, and was 
afterwards made U. S. Vice-Consul at Pales¬ 
tine. In the early seventies he became pri¬ 
vate secretary to William FI. Seward, and 
left this position to write for Appleton’s En¬ 
cyclopedia. He then went into journalism, 
beginning on The Tribune , then going to The 
Sun and finally to The Times, where he was 
at the time of his death. Mamreov was a 
remarkable linguist, and could speak and 
write English, French, German, Italian, 
Spanish, Russian and Arabic. 


NOTES ON AUTHORS. 

It is said Robert Barr will not finish 
Stephen Crane’s “Linnet.” It will be fin¬ 
ished by his widow. Mr. Barr has so much 
work on hand that he has begged off from 
something he would have done admirably. 

Zola’s new novel, “Work,” will probably 
be ready for publication early next spring, 
if no unforeseen difficulties arise over the 
translation. This is the second of the series 
which the novelist calls Les Quatre Evan¬ 
gel es. 

Louis C. Elson, the Boston musical critic, 
has written a book called “Shakespeare in 
Music,” now in press. It is the result of 
many years of research and of correspon¬ 
dence with Shakespearian scholars in this 
country and in Europe. 

It is gratifying to learn that the subscrip¬ 
tion which has been set on foot in Poland to 
celebrate the twenty-fifth anniversary of 
Sienkiewicz’s literary debut has been a great 
success. He is to receive the gift of an an¬ 
cestral chateau belonging to his family, with 
a considerable park surrounding it. 

William Vaughn Moody, of the depart¬ 
ment of English composition at Chicago Uni¬ 
versity, has written what he calls a “masque 
drama,” entitled “The Masque of Judgment,” 
treating symbolically a metaphysical theme. 
Small, Maynard & Co. will bring it out in the 
autumn. A writer of no little promise, Miss 
Josephine Preston Peabody, will issue a sec¬ 
ond volume of verse, “Fortune and Men’s 
Eyes: New Poems, with a Play,” through the 
same house. 


BIBLIOGRAPFIIC NOTES. 

The Oxford University Press, (Henry 
Frowde,) has published three catalogues of 
the exhibits of the Oxford University Press 
at the Paris Exposition, the first being of the 
Educational exhibits. Those of Paper and 
Binding are noticeable for very attractive 
photographic illustrations, first of the univer- 
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sity paper-mill at neighboring Wolvercote, 
which the antiquarian Hearne notes in opera¬ 
tion in 1728 by John Beckford, "famous for 
making paper.” Here is made that wonderful 
Oxford India paper which effects such in¬ 
credible saving in bulk and weight, as is 
demonstrated by several object-lessons, with 
the aid of the camera. “Yappa bindings” are 
the specialty of this press, and are shown in 
many beautiful examples. 

The Bureau of Economic Research, 
(John R. Commons, director,) 35 Lafayette 
Place, New York, will begin shortly to pub¬ 
lish a quarterly bulletin devoted mainly to 
index numbers of prices of commodities, 
stocks, and freight rates. The first issue will 
contain index numbers showing the move¬ 
ment of average yearly prices and freight 
rates for the years 1879 to 1900. Monthly 
and weekly quotations for 20 years have been 
taken of 66 staple commodities, 25 railway 
stocks, leading freight shipments by rail, and 
leading water freight rates. These have been 
reduced to percentages on the basis of the av¬ 
erage prices and rates of the ten years 1879- 
89. The 66 commodities are subdivided into 
10 groups according to the nature of their 
production, and the whole has been "weight¬ 
ed ” from the standpoint of the value of the 
annual product of each in the United States. 
Comparison is made with other index num¬ 
bers compiled in England, Germany, India, 
Japan, and the United States, also the lead¬ 
ing financial and commercial statistics, such 
as call loans, time loans, bank clearings, 
volume of money, and other factors which 
affect the movement of prices and the volume 
of business. Certain data on wages and un¬ 
employment have been compiled for compari¬ 
son. Diagrams presenting the results 
graphically have been added. It is intended 
to continue the publication of these index 
numbers from week to week in the weekly and 
daily press, and the quarterly bulletins will 
bring together the work of the intervening 
periods. The second bulletin, issued about 
October 1, 1900, will present the index num¬ 
bers compiled by months for the interesting 
period from July, 1896, to date of issue. Ma¬ 
terial is being compiled for an extension of 
the index numbers to earlier years, which it 
is hoped to publish in succeeding issues. The 
bulletin will constitute a "barometer” of cur¬ 
rent social and economic movements, with 
the idea that it will become indispensable to 
economists, publicists, politicians, journalists, 
writers, and students. It has been compiled 
as a basis for exact knowledge on the ques¬ 
tions of money, trusts, and transportation.

Brandons,” another one of Katherine Tynan’s 
fascinating Irish stories.

It is to combine absolute trust¬ 
worthiness with an inspiring artistic element, 
and the illustrations for it will be of great 
value.

Thomas Y. Crowell & Co. announce that 
"Pushing to the Front” has been translated 
into the Japanese language and is now used 
in the schools of Japan as a text-book. Al¬ 
exander Rossi, the leading educator of Italy, 
has recommended that the book be made 
obligatory in Italian schools. In Holland 
and other countries there is also a demand 
for it. 

Bowen-Merrill Company, Indianapolis, 
will publish about September 1, "The Life 
and Writings of Thomas Jefferson,” by S. E.

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Robert Clarke Co., Cincinnati, have just 
issued a reference book for amateur collectors 
entitled “Prehistoric Implements,” giving de¬ 
scriptions of the ornaments, utensils, and im¬ 
plements of pre-Columbian man in America. 
The book has 621 illustrations showing 3000 
specimens. The author estimates that there 
are some 5450 persons in the United States 
and Canada interested in this subject of which 
only 50 are professionally connected with ar¬ 
chaeological museums. 

James Pott & Co. are preparing new hand¬ 
some editions of the poets for the gift-season. 
Their remarkable facilities for manufacturing 
leather bindings enable them to offer a very 
superior line of leather poets. New sets will 
be the Cambridge Poets and the Grolier 
Poets, seventeen poets in slightly different 
styles of binding. There will also be “Soap 
Bubble Stories” for children, by Fanny Barry, 
profusely illustrated by Palmer Cox; a re¬ 
vised edition of Victor Tissot’s “Unknown 
Switzerland,” and an edition of “Rasselas” 
in the Gem Classics. 

The Century Company anticipates the 
centenary of Hans Christian Andersen by a 
few years in preparing for publication in the 
autumn the most beautiful edition yet planned 
of the perennially interesting “Fairy Tales.” 
The volume is so thoroughly Danish as to 
be in everything but printing a national 
monument. Brsekstad is translator; Tegner 
illustrator, while the book is to be dedicated 
to the Danish-born Princess of Wales. The 
numerous full-page illustrations are excel¬ 
lent wood-cut reproductions of the unique 
Tegner paintings, which have been in prog¬ 
ress for eleven years with the support of 
the Danish Government, and, destined even¬ 
tually for the Copenhagen museum, are now 
on view at the Paris Exposition. The book 
is an exceptionally handsome piece of book¬ 
making, in the best style of the De Vinne 
Press. 

McClure, Phillips & Co. have just ready 
a novel by Dr. Jose Rizal, entitled “ Noli Me 
Tangere,” which the translator calls “a poet’s 
story of his people’s loves, faults, aspirations, 
and wrongs.” Dr. Rizal is a Filipino who has 
spent most of his life in Europe. In Madrid, 
when only twenty-one years old, he won the 
degree of Ph.D. and M.D. In Germany he 
also took university honors, in Austria he won 
fame as an oculist, in France, Italy, and Eng¬ 
land he created notable works of sculpture 
and in Paris and Berlin he rapidly established 
a reputation through his able articles on the 
conditions in his native land. They will pub¬ 
lish next week Morley Roberts’s latest book, 
“ The Fugitives,” a story of the South Afri¬ 
can war; also Anna Katherine Green’s new 
detective story “ The Circular Study,” which 
takes its name from the shape of the room 
in an old New York house in and around 
which most of the action of the story devel¬ 
ops. They will publish early in October 
Edwin Markham’s “ Second Book of Po¬ 
ems.” which will contain several poems not 
before published. A note of hopefulness runs 
through the volume quite in contrast to the 
pessimism which most of the critics read into 
his “ Man with the Hoe.” 


FOREIGN . 

The copyright of the “epochal book of the 
century,” Darwin’s “Origin of Species” (pub¬ 
lished in 1859), is shortly to expire. John 
Murray announces a half-crown edition, 
handsomely printed, to be ready before the 
end of the year. 

Low, Marston & Co. have just issued 
“China and the Present Crisis,” by Joseph 
Walton. Just a year since the Member of 
Barnsley started on his far Eastern travels 
to examine “on the spot” the political and 
commercial situation in China, in the inter¬ 
ests not only of British commerce, but of the 
trade of the world generally. In this way 
Newclnvang and Tien-Tsin were successive¬ 
ly visited, and then the capital, where the 
author first heard of the early outrages of the 
“Boxers,” that have since developed into the 
present crisis. In the preface, dated only a 
few days ago, with the present state of the 
conflict before him, Mr. Walton pleads earn¬ 
estly for a “firm and definite policy with reso¬ 
lution and vigor at this juncture”; and he 
adds that the commercial interests of the Em¬ 
pire have more at stake in establishing a 
firm Government in China, than the whole 
results of the South African war put to¬ 
gether. 

Otto Harrassowitz, of Leipzig, has just 
ready a memorial volume of the quincenten¬ 
ary celebration of Gutenberg’s birthday pre¬ 
pared and edited by order of the city of 
Mayence by Dr. Otto Hartwig. The volume, 
entitled “Festschrift zum fiinfhundertjahri- 
gen Geburtstage von Johann Gutenberg, im 
Auftrage der Stadt Mainz herausgegeben 
etc., contains a preface by Dr. Hartwig, and 
the following contributions: “ Vorstufen der 
Typographic,” by W. L. Schreiber; “Der 
Stempeldruck vor Gutenberg und die Stem- 
peldrucke in Deutschland,” by Franz Falk, 
with a plate; “ Genealogie des Mainzer Ge- 
schlechtes Gansfleisch,” by Gustav Freiherr 
Schenk zu Schweinsberg, with three plates; 
“ Die urkundlichen Nachrichten liber Johann 
Gutenberg.” by Karl Schorbach, with twenty 
plates; “Die Mainzer Psalterien von 1457, 
T459, 1490. 1502, 1515. und 1516 nach ihrer 
historisch-liturgischen Seite,” by Franz Falk; 
“ Die Zweifarbigen Initialen der Psalter- 
drucke von Johann Fust und Peter Schoffer,” 
by Heinrich Wallau, with six plates; “ Der 
Tiirken-Kalender fiir 1455, ein Werk Guten¬ 
bergs,” by Arthur Wyss, with five plates; 
“ Ziir friihesten Verbreitung der Druckkunst,” 
by Wilhelm Welke; “ L’imprimerie en France 
ail xve siecle,” by L. H. Labande; “ Deutsche 
Buchdrucker in Spanien und Portugal,” by
